TONIGHT AND TOMORROW 
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NO WAR STAMPS 
FOR GROWDS AT 
REVENUE OFFICE 


Louis Allotment Soon Ex- 
hausted and Applicants Are 
Turned Away.

Chaos in the St. Louis Iaternal 
Revenue office, resulting this morn- 
ing from the Government's failure 
to supply the office with a sufficient 
quantity of war tax stamps, and the 
gathering of excited pérséns who) 
sought to obtain stamps, caused -em- 
ployes to urge the crowds to g0 
away. 

A clerk mounted a chair in a doer- 
way to the office and in a loud voice 
told several hundred men in the cor- 
ridors of the Federal building that 
“the Government was up against it,” 
that the clerks didn’t know what to 
do and advised them to return some 
other time. 

Penalties Ordered Suspended. 

Collector Moore announced this after- 
noon that he had received telegraphic 
permission from the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue in Washington to sus- 
pend the penalty on failure to obtain li- 
censes required by law until the office 
force could issue the licenses. This 
means that there will be no penalty im-, 
posed for failure to obtain licenses yes- 
terday. 

Moore also announced that shippers 
who could not obtain stamps should pay 
the railroads 1 cent on each consign- 
ment. The railroads are to pay the 
money to the Government. When the 
shippers are able to get stamps they 
will’ be required to go to the revenue of- 
fice and cancel stamps to the ameunt 
which they have paid the railroads. 

Insist Upon Arguing. 

In addition to the crowds in the office 
the telephone was in constant use, many 
persons insisting on arguing about the 
tax. Clerks in some instances were 
forced to abrupfty break the connection. 

The St. Louis offiée received only 800,- 
000 of an order for 3,000,000 of the I-cent 
stamps, and only 60,000 of the \%-cent 
stamps. The supply of both was ex- 
hausted early yesterday. There is also 
a shortage of the %-cent stamps. 

Collector Moore advised applicants for 
stamps to keep an account of their sales 
and: said that stamps for that amount 
could be canceled later. 

Some applicants sent attorneys to the 
office this morning with statements that 
the railroad companies were refusing to 
receive unstamped shipments. on which 
a tax is due, and that they were suffer- 
ing a financial loss. 

Demand Is Falling Off. 

The number of persons seeking to pay 
licenses under the war tax law was less 
today, as most of those who. are re- 

quired to have licenses obtained them 
yesterday. 

The amount of war tax collected yes- 
terday was $17,632.50. This included l- 
censes and stamp sales. The total col- 
lections of the office yesterday was 
rho 424. 20. 


Cerowds at Chicago Revenue Office; 
80 Days of Grace Granted. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 1.—-So great was 
the rush here today to buy war tax 
stamps that 20 # =policemen were 
called. to the Federal bullding to re- 
store order. Two women fainted; the 
press of the crowd loosed the door 
of the office of the Internal Revenue 
Collector from its hinges and sev- 
eral windows along the corridor 
were broken by shoulders forced 
against them by pressure of the 
crowd.

HIDING EDWA 
S000 SHORTAGE 


Legislative Audit Early in 1913 
Led to Discovery of Discrep- 
ancy in Accounts. . 


REPORTED TO OFFICIALS 


Senator A. S. Phillips Tells of 
Interrogating State Treasury 
Chief Clerk. 


Records of tke Missouri Legislature 
and a statement by Senator Alroy 58. 
Phillips to a Post-Dispatch reporter to- 
day reveal evidences of even greater 
conspiracy of silence on the $5000 short- 
age of J. H. Edwards in the State 
Treasury than was published in the 
Post-Dispatch yesterday. 

The legislative records show that the 
State Auditing Committee, of which 
Senator Phillips was chairman, discov- 
ered in a second audit of the Treasurer's 
books, Jan. 12, 1913, that $5000 of the 
State’s money was unaccounted for. 
State Auditor Gordon, Treasurer Deal 
and former Treasurer Cowgill were fur- 
nished with copies of the committee’s 
report in February, 1913. The shortage 
Was successfully concealed from the 


examined the records yesterday. 

Phillips said today that at the time 
of discovery of the discrepancy, he per- 
sonally discussed the matter with Ed- 
wards, who was chief clerk in the Treas- 
urer’s office. Edwards told Phillips, the 
latter said, that the Mississippi Vallev 
Trust Co. had charged a ‘$5000 item 
against the State through mistake ang 
that the matter was then under adjust- 
ment, 

“Erroneous Charge of 35000.” 

Phillips, a Republican, in his report, 
called attention to the $6000, referring to 
it as ‘“‘an erroneous charge of $5000.’’ 

Phillips’ conversation with Edwards 
was two weeks after Edwards had 
cashed two checks aggregating $5000 for 
the purpose of covering his shortage. 
which had occurred more than a year 
before. Phillips said today that the 
duty of the. Auditing Committee ended 
when it showed the condition of the 
treasury. This was done, he said, in the 
report and it became the duty of the 
Treasurer to run An the $5000 dis- 
érepancy. 

Although the Vahidératic officials 
conducted an investigation of the 
discrepancy, the investigation was 
not pushed, and the details of the 
shortage were not known definitely 
to the officialg until nearly a month 
later. Then they entered the rec- 
ord on the books secretly, and kept 
concealed from the general public 
the fact that there had been a short- 
age. 

First Audit on Jan. 1, 1913. 


The Auditing Committee made its 
first audit of the Treasurer's office 
Jan. 1, 1913. At that time the ac- 
counts were found correct, as Ed- 
wards had cashed the checks the 
previous day and had made up the 
shortage in the cash in the vault, 
which he had been concealing for 
more than a year. He had destroyed 
the check stubs so there was no way 
to learn the checks “had ever been 
issued. 

The committee made its second 
audit Jan. 12 to cover the period since 
the first audit. This second audit 
was made because E. P. Deal, the 
newly-elected Treasurer, was to take 
office that day. 

The audits reveal an interesting 
circumstance of Edwards’ planning 
of means to postpone discovery of 
his shortage. His cash was $6000 
short Dec. 31, 1912. The Auditing 
Committee was due in the office the 
next day. To cover the shortage he 
cashed two checks on the State’s de. 
posit with the Mississippi Valley 
Trust Co. of St. Louis, but to get the 
cash immediately it was necessary 
to cash the checks in Jefferson City. 


Plan to Avoid Discovery. 

He went to the Exchange Bank 
and the First National Bank, getting 
$2500 from each. At that time the 
State had on deposit with the Ex- 
change Bank, $143,054.37, and with 
the First National Bank, $138,832.81. 
Instead of drawing against these ac- 
counts, however, Edwards drew 
against the account with the trust 
company in St. Louis, by which plan 
the check was longer in reaching 
the bank from which thg money 
eventually was to come, and post- 
poned the time of discovery. 


The Auditing Committee's report of 
Jan. 12, 1913, showed that the State had 
in cash on hand and on deposit in vari- 
cus banks, $2.995,702.78, while the books 
of the Treasurer's office showed the 
amount to be $38,007,062. A part of this 
difference was accounted for by the fact 
that there were deposits In transit ag- 
gregating $52,312.57 and outstanding and 
way" checks amounting to $49,952.72. 

e difference between these two items 
was added to the amount actually on de- 
posit, and showed that there was still 
a difference of $5000. 

Itewas this discovery by the Auditing 
Committee of $5000 shown by the Treas- 
urer’s books to be in the treasury, and 
yet not shown by the banks to be on 
deposit, that caused Senator Phillips to 
interrogate Edwards. 

Edwards was asxed yesterday by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter for an explana-. 
tion of the shortage. He replied that 
he knew nothing about it and would 
not discuss it. 

Former Treasurer Cowgill told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that he had personally 
repaid the Edwards shortage and had 
not prosecuted Edwards because of 
Sympathy for his family. He said Ed-

CASES IN LAST 24 
HOURSIS ARECORD! 


ing to Prompter Use of Anti- 
toxin, Dr. Woodruff Says. 


Thirty-three new cases of diphtheria in 
the last 24 hours were reported to the 
City Health Department this morning. 
This is a record for that period of time 
since the epidemic started about five 


weeks ago. 

Dr. M. C. Woodruff, diagnostician of 
the Health Department, says the death 
rate has been decreased and this he at- 
tributes to the wide publicity given by 
the newspapers to the urgent need of 
immediate administration of anti-toxin 
in all cases. 

Only 
were reported last week, as compared 
with 20 the previous week. 

Causes of Deaths. 

Dr. Woodruff, in a _ report 
yesterday afternoon to Health 
missioner Starkloff, assigned 
causes for recent deaths from 
theria in St. Louis. 

These, he says, are: 

Carelessness of parénts In not call- 
ing a physician soon enough. 
Incompetence of physicians, caus 
ing them to make a wrong diagnosis 
or to delay administering antitoxin. 
The high price of antitoxin. 

Dr. Woodruff based his report on an 
investigation of 3% fatal cases of diph- 
theria. In these cases he found there 
was an average of five days’ delay in 
giving antitoxin. an average of three 
and one-third days’ delav in calling s 
doctor and an average of two and th-ree- 
quarters days’ delav in making the di- 
agnosis. 

Three Days’ Delay by Parents. 

Of the average five days’ delay, Dr 
Woodruff said, parents_were responsible 
for three Gays and physicians for two 
days. Most of the cases investigated 
were in families in moderate circum- 
stances in which the purchase of anti- 
toxin Involved a financial sacrifice. 

In his report Dr. Woodruff says it 
should be made clear to parents that 
they should promptly call a physician in 
every case where a child has a sore 
throat and the temperature rises to 101 
degrees. — 

A physician yesterday called at Dr. 
Starkloff's office and told of a case 
where he was called and found a child 
had symptoms of diphtheria. The mother 
paid $8.50 for 2000 units of antitoxin, but 
before it was administered the father re- 
turned home and complained -that he 
could not afford to spend that much 
money. 
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Antitoxin ¢ Back. 

He sent the antitoxin back to the drug 
store and dismissed the physician, say- 
ing he would call another who would 
hot recommend so expensive a treat- 
ment. 

Such occurrences would be impossible, 
Dr. Woodruff sald, {f the city were to 
furnish antitoxin free to rich and poor 
ali¥e.

Sacrifices Demanded So Kaiser’s 
Fighters May Have Fur- 
Lined Coats. 


It is bad news that comes from Ger- 
many for Tabby and Thomas and Pussy 
and Maria and.-all the rest of the tribe 
of cats. The order has gone forth, so 
reads the news, that all the cats in the 
Kaiser’s kingdom are ‘to be slain an 
skinned, to make linings for soldiers 
coats. Every German cat is to be calle: 
upon to give up its nine lives and its 


one hide for the Fatherland. 

The news has reached the St. Louis 
fur dealers through the trade papers, 
and is given credence because it 1% 
known that the goats of Germany have 
already given up their lives in order 
that the Kaiser’s soldiers may be warm. 
and that the supplies of catskins on 
hand there at the beginning of the wa> 
have been exhausted. 

There are plenty of catskins in Amer- 
ica which the dealers would be glad to 
sell to the Kaiscr, but furs are contra- 
band and cannodt be sent over. House 
cats are a constderable factor in the fur 
trade. N. R. Darragh, secretary of a 
large fur company, sald today that 
probably a million of them are sold 
in the course of a year. Dealers pay, in 
this latitude, 10 to 15 cents for colored 
skins and 20 to 50 cents for black ones. 
They are sold as imitation mink or {mi- 
tation marten. Trappers frequently 
catch them and send the pelts in as lynx, 
vtter, mink or marten. They are used 
extensively for automobile rugs, instead 
of Mexican tiger skins. 

Every German family has at least one 
cat, Darragh says, and many have five 
or six. 

With the order to kill cats went in- 
structions how and when to -kill them 
and how to dress the furs. Govern- 
ment agents go around and gather up 
the skins and carry them to the cloth- 
ing factories, where they are made into 
garments for the -soldiers.

Critical Moment...

»LAONDON, Dec. 1—Details of the op- 
erations of the British troops at the 
front from Nov. 23 to %,gare given in a 
report, issued under date of Nov. 
26, from a military observer attached to 
‘the British hecdquarters. The report, in 
part, is as follows: 

‘Since the enemy desisted from his at- 
tacks in force, the fighting has been re- 
‘solved into a competition in sniping 
and small affairs on the outposts all 
along the line, where positions are con- 
tested with rifles, hand grenades, bombs, 
mortars and mines. Our aeroplanes have 
been especially active in the last two 
‘days, having dropped 120 bombs.” 

The account refers to several in- 
‘stances in which German attacks were 
repuised, particularly on Nov. 23, to the 
south of the River Lys. There, it is 
| said, the gurkhas @id considerable exe- 
eution at close quarters. They even 
penetrated some of the German 
}trenches, where they wielded their pe- 
culiar curved swords with great effect. 
Germans Refuse to Advance. 

The report again refers to the efficacy 
of German discipline.’ It says that the 
British .soidiers could hear the com- 
mand, “Vorwaerts ’ (Forward) coming 
from the woods, It was followed imme- 
diately by. a rush or Germans. Once. 
twice and thrice this was gone... Kgech 


Then the order was given again. 

This.time, however, there were loud 
exclamations of “Nein, nein,” and ‘no 
advance was made: The repulse of 
the famous Prussian Guard is again 
dwelt upon. 

“After the enemy had broken through 
our front line, the situation became 
most serious,’’ the report continues, “‘for 
there were only two field companies of 
the Royal Engineers avaliable at the 
moment as a. reserve in this quarter of 
the field. On the right front of the 
German attack, firing through open 
spaces in the woods, were heavy bat- 
teries and field batteries, which dealt 
havoc among the attackers, both before 
and after they reached our line. But 
the Germans continued to come on al- 
most up to our guns. Some bodies were 
picked up only 70 yards from the guns. 


Cooks Called in as Defenders. 

+ “Realizing that all might be lost un- 
less a firing line of some kind could 
be established, battery officers man- 
aged to form a line of gunners, regi- 
mental cooks and detafis of various de«- 
scriptions. These men stood firm and 
kept up a steady rifle fire. They checked 
the assault at the: most efitical mo- 
ment, thus enabling »ther froops to come 
jup to repel it more comphetely.” 

Other incidents taken up in the report 
are the movement of Britigh cavalry br 
motor cars, thus adding one more nov- 
elty to the roles which the cavalry have 
played during the war; the blowing up 
of a farmhouse containing German snip- 
ers; the heating of trenches, with bra- 
ziers as stoves, and the transport serv 
ice, whose work in supplying food is 
commended. 

“No little ‘part of our success,” says 
the report in this connection, “is due to 
the ample quantity and excellent quality 
of the food. 

“It is probably not saying too much 
to assert that no other ‘soldiers in the 
field had ever been so well fed.”

American public upon the cause of 
the war itself, or the belief that the 
best interests of the world will be 
served by the ultimate success of the 
allies—not in destroying Germany, 
but in. preserving that baiance of 
power which means that France and 
Belgium, the Southern Slays and all 
other peoples and races, will continue 
to contribute to the sum total of hu- 
man wealth in their individual and 
characteristic fashion.

Belgium Chief Faetor . 

American opinion, that is, the opin- 
ion of the millions in this country 
who are American by aneestry, has 
been influenced Mttle, if at all, by 
either German or British argument. 
A diversity of sympathy, as between 
these two n-tions in their great con- 
flict, is everywhere discernible. The 
service of Germany to mankind has 
nowhere been more promptly recog- 
nized ttan in America, and nowhere 
imitated more freely. : 

But from the outset, for Americans, 
the case of Belgium has remained 
the determining factor. Few Amer- 
icans are impressed with British pro- 
testations that England is making 
war solely to protect stricken Bel- 
gium. Just as few are powerfully af- 
fected by all the various and con- 
ficting arguments presented by~ the 
Germans to warrant their invasion 
of this little country, whose courage 
and suffering have an enduring ap- 
peal to the nation which traces its 
own origin back to a few “‘embattled 
farmers,”’ the Frane Tireurs of Lex- 
ington and Concord. 

._What appeals to Americans most 
in the case of Germany is not the 
arguments of professors, the explana- 
tions of statesmen. It is rather the 
ever-growing volume of evidence, 
brought here only by the letters of 
private correspondence, which reveal 
the spirit, the determination, the de- 
votion of the women as well as the 
men of Germany. . Rising above all 
technical quéestions of neutrality and 
causes of war, this great human fact 
more and more appeals to a nation 
which recalls in the history of the 
Confederacy the same magnicent 
qualities which illuminated a cause 
necessarily lost, and made a defeat, 
on the whole, useful to the entire na- 
tion, a glory of a reunited people. 

The thing that both our German 
and our British friends consistently 
overlook is that there is an Amert- 
can point of view. They would have 
ug pro-German or pro-British, and 
we are neither.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 1.—More 
than 250 corporations in Missouri whose 
charters. were suspended Oct. 2 because 
they had not paid their license tax have 
decided to resume business and have 
paid the‘ reinstatement fee and penalty 
amounting to $11 each, which goes into 
the good roads fund. 

Today is the last day allowed by law 
to delinquent corporations for reinstate- 
ment. There are now 13,213 corporations 
whose charters and licenses are in force 
by reason of compliance with the pro- 
visions of the corporations registration 
law. 

Of this number, 12,4% registered dur- 
ing July, while the $5 registration fee 
was in force! 558 registered during Au- 
gust and September, vemad, ae $10 reg- 
istration fee effective ring these 
months. ‘On Oct. 2 between 1200 and 1500 
corporations that had failed to register 
were certified to Recorders of Deeds of 
the various counties of the State as sus- 
pended. 

Since June 1, this year, the corpora- 
tion registration and reinstatement fees 
collected and turned into the State 
treasury by Secretary of State Cornelius 
Rogch amount to.$70,355. Miscellaneous

NEW YORK, Dec. 1.—Final pleas

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Dec. 1.—Peni- 
tentiary officials have found a 
successor to Luther Castling, elec- 
triclan at the State Penitenflary for 
the last four years, who resigned rather 
than officiate at the electrocution of a 
white man, four of whom are now in 
the institution awaiting their turn in 
the electric chair. He is F..H. Dempsey, 
an Arkadelphia electrician.

Supreme Court Does Not Issue 
Decree, However. Because of 
Error in Petition. 
WASHINGTON, Der. 1.—A majority of 
the Supreme Court yesterday joined in an 
opinion that the Oklahoma “Jim Crow’’ 
law provision permitting railroads to 
furnish sleeping, dintng and chair car 
accommodations onty to the white race 
was unconstitutional, but they did not 
so decree because of imperfections in 
the petition om which the case reached 

the courts. 

The case was one in which five ne- 
groes, claiming that the entire law was 
unconstitutional, sought an injunction 
to restrain five railroads in Oklahoma 
from enforcing it. The Oklahoma Fed- 
eral Courts dismissed the petition, 
holding the law constitutional: 

The majority of the court affirmed 
the dismissal today, because the ne- 
groes had not shown they had applied 
to the railroads for accommodation 
under the law or that the railroads had 
notified them that they would be re- 
fused certain accommodations. The 
majority, through Justice Hughes, stat- 
ed, however, that they could not agree 
with the lower court that the proviso 
as to sleeping, dining and chair cars 
was constitutional. 


111 HUNTERS KILLED 
162 ARE WOUNDED 


Peculiar Accidents Help 
Swell Deer Season Tolf in 
17 States and Ontario. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 1.—One hundred and 
eleven dead and 162 injured is the big 
game hunting toll in 17 states and On- 
tario, Canada, for the season which 
ended yesterday, as compared with 136 
dead and 125 injured a year ago. Last 
year’s statistics were gathered from 21 
states. 

Wisconsin had 33 dead and 36 wournd- 
ed and Michigan 27 dead and 42 wound- 
ed. Accidental discharges of guna 
killed 35, 24 men were shot for game, 
dragged guns accounted for 12 and 
eight were drowned. 

Three dogs were responsible for the 
deaths of their masters. E. P. String- 
er, a farmer near Orlando, Ok., was 
crawling through a fence, pulling his 
gun behind him, when his dog attempt- 
ed to jump through the fence “and 
caught his foot on the trigger. Stringer 
died of his wounds. A dog belonging to 
Charles’ J.. Meyers of Rock Island, IIl., 
jumped into a boat, steppihg on the 
trigger of the shotgun and killing Mé¢y- 
ers.

“From the sea to the Lys the at- 
tacks of the enemy have been inter- 
mittent. On the 23d, the 24th and the 
2th, the German artillery jn general 
has remained silent. 

“The old and magnificent city of 
Ypres was condemned to death 2n the 
day when the German Emperor was 
obliged to give up all hope of entering 
it. The batteries not being sufficient 
for that work of destruction, the enemy 
took to Houthem an armored train on 
the 224 and 23d under the guidance of a 
captive balloon. 

Troops Rescue Inhabitants. 
“This train kept up an incessant fire 
of explosive and incendiary shells. The 
cathedral, belfry and the market build- 
ings successively collapsed. On the 
evening of the 23d the main square of 
the city was nothing more than a heap 
of ruins. 

“The firing was kept up continually 
in order to prevent the city from beins 
succored, but our sappers worked un- 
der the shells and succeeded in rescu 
ing many of the inhabitants, the city 
records and a few pictures in the mu- 
seum. 

“On the 24th and 2th we succeeded, 
to the south of Dixmude, in gaining a 
foothold on the left bank he Yser. 
In spite-of the enemy's {J wtroops 
held the ground without difficulty. 
“Further to the south a French army 
corps advanced 200 meters (200 yards) 
all along its front and has held its 
ground. The shells of the German ar- 
tillery sometimes did not burst prop- 
erly. Our infantry, in comparison with 
the infantry of the enemy, are very 
spirited. They captured on the 25th, 
before Festobert, three machine guns, 
a light howitzer, 160 men and three o*- 
ficers. 

“To sum up, our material and moral 
situation from the sea to the Lys is 
very good. 

“From the Lye to the Oise the enemy 
has not shown greater activity than on 
the northern section. There was no at- 
tack by the infantry. The attacks by 
the artillery were very intermittent and 
were lacking spirit. Our artillery dur- 
ing that week maintained its advan- 
tage.

The House leaders, who have 
kept in touch with the other members 
as to their attitude on the bill, made 
the prediction that the measure would 
receive at least 18 votes, and probably 
more. 

A poll of the Council taken by the 
Post-Dispatch reporters last Saturday 
indicates that the bill will reecive not 
less than 9 votes in that branch of the 
Assembly. Mayor Kiel, being one of 
the stronges advocates of the parkway, 
will sign the bill as soon after it 
reaches him as can be legally done un- 
der the new charter.

‘the 45 deaths from diphtheria in St. Louis during 
the past five weeks were in poor families, which 
could not avail themselves freely of the indicated 
remedy. In some cases it is said that death took 
place after the attending physician had tried to 
aceommodate the amount of serum wsed to the 
ability of the family to pay for it at $7.50 per 5000 
units. The inference is that with an adequate 
quantity of the remedy life would have been saved.

December was the tenth month in the old Roman 
calendar, and gets its name from the Latin decem (ten). 
When Augustus Caesar became Emperor the empire was 
still suffering from the militarism of his uncle Julius, 
There was absolutely no provision for the refinement 
and encouragement ‘of family life. Hvery man was 4 
soldier, and evéry woman a Red Cross worker. The 
home was a military training school in which all the 
members of the family sought to discover how they 
could serve. Augustus adopted the usual expedient of 
medieval rulers by revising the calendar. The holidays 
were at that time falling in our present month of Octo- 
ber, when all good Romans were at the front. By de- 
laying them two months, when it was too cold to fight, 
Augustus found that he could catch almost everybody at 
home. He, accordingly, inserted the months of July and 
August in the calendar, and made December the twelfth 
month. The effect was all that he could have desired. 
Christmas became a great holiday, families were re- 
united, everybody was running about doing something 
for the poor, and the first thing Augustus knew Rome 
had become sentimental. He was ridiculed by the war 
party, but the women and many of the men supported 
him and he was triumphantly sustained. The only pain- 
ful incident connected with the affair was the Em- 
péror’s break with Mark Antony. Mark refused to hang 
his stocking up. He said it was an effeminate thing to 
do and unworthy of a Roman soldier. His celebrated 
oration protesting against the imperial order that every- 
body should hang up his or her stocking is one of the 
most eloquent things in literature. Mark fled to Egypt, 
where they didn’t wear any stockings. However, Au- 
gustus by this time had his dander up, and ordered the 
Egyptians into stockings. . Cleopatra, whose beauty had 
been much remarked, regarded the order ag an attempt 
to suppress art, and joined with Mark in revolt. They 
weré defeated by Augustus at the battle of Actium, 
where both were slain. It may be said to the credit of 
Antony that he fell in his stocking feet. He was a great 
inan, but he outlived his time and became a reactionary.

The former Justice told mother and 
daughter, it is alleged, that he had been 
a big corporation lawyer and owned 
much valuable land. This included 25) 
acres at Topeka, Kan., worth $4000 an 
acre; 67 acres of stone quarry in Bed- 
ford, Ind., worth from $6000 to $10,000 an 
acre, and 8 acres, which included the 
Sierra Bonanza silver mine. 

Bridegroom, bride and bride’s mother 
went to the Hotel Latham to live and 
thereafter moved to the Aberdeen, to 
the Majestic and to Haddon Hall.

Tuttle, former president of the Boston 
& Maine Railroad, died last night at his 
home here.

John G. Wendel Head of Family 
That Kept Holdings Intact 
200 Years. |

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 1—The death yes- 
terday in California of John G. Wendel 
head of an old New York City family. 
which was one of the largest owners of 
real estate here, will probably serve to 


throw into the hands of his four sur- 
viving sisters between $40,000,000 and 950,- 
000,000 of the choicest real estate in this 
city. Much of this property is in un- 
improved lots and in parcels on which 
the buildings are of little value. 

It has been the family custom for 200 
years to will real estate holdings to 
surviving members of the family, and if 
Mr. Wendel continued this custom his 
fcur sisters will each own, including 
their present holdings, $20,000,000 worth 
ot real estate. 


Mr. Wendel died at the home of his: 


nephew, H. OC. Holweda, at Santa Mon- 
ica, near Los Angeles. He was stricken 
with paralysis after a recent trip to the 
Pacific Coast. 

The surviving sisters are Mary E. A 
Wendel, Rebecoa A. D. Wendel Swope. 
Ella Von E. Wendel and Georgiana U 
kr. Wendel. Another sister, Josephine, 
died last spring and in accordance with 
the custom of her family, divided hor 
$3,000,000 estate among her brothers and 
sisters. 

200 Years in Real Estate. 

For more than'200 years the Wendel 
fomily has been buying real estate in 
Manhattan and vicinity, while following 
a policy of rarely, if ever, selling, and 
as rarely. making improvements on their 
holdings when improvements could be 
rossibly avoided. 

As a result of this policy Wendel, a 
bachelor in his eightieth year, and some- 
times spoken of as "the Russell Sage of 
Broadway,’ has been managing a for- 
tune in realty valued as high as $50,000,- 
00v. 


“In 200 years or more we have not 
sold a piece of property in New York, 
and we never shall,””.Mr. Wendel was 
quoted as saying in 1909, when he was 
interviewed about the fight he was then 
making against the condemnation of 
his property at 4 Dey street by the 
city for a new subway terminal. 

Wendel never went in for office dis- 
play at his business headquarters at 
17% Broadway, an old, musty building. 
Wendel could be found among ancient 
safes and high old wooden desks at 
which bookkeepers and clerks stood at 
their work. 

His Business Text. 

A sign on the office wall has been 
the business text or the house from 
Wendel’s day back to the time of the 
grandfather, John G. Wendel, for whom 
he was named, and for generations be- 
yond that. It reads: 

WE DO NOT SELL PROPERTY. 

Wendel’s office force always has been 
small. He preferred, whenever possi- 
ble, to collect his rents personally. 

An interviewer once suggested to Mr. 
Wendel’ that the policy of his famiy 
of never selling real estate ‘‘probably 
Was patterned after the practice of 
the Astor family.’’ 

““‘We had real estate before John 
Jacob Astor,”” replied Wendel curtly. 
‘Sentiment is our reason for not sell- 
ing.”’ 


CHRISTIAN UNIVERSITY 
FOR CAIRO DESPITE WAR 


Trustees Take Up Plans for In- 
stitution, Which Will Have -

The most recent cam- 
paign in the newspapers has been 
against the influential and wealthy 
Germans who play a powerful part in 
British financial life. Naturalised Ger- 
mans, as well as those who retain the 
allegiance of their birth, are included 
in the general cloud of suspicion. 

M. Ps. Stay Away. 

There are several German-born mem- 
bers of Parliament, and by an under 
standing among themselves, they are 
remaining away from Westminster dur- 
ing the war sessions. None of them 
has yet resigned. A few days azo Sev- 
eral newspapers started an agitation to 
have all male wermans and Austrians 
confined in concentration camps, and @ 
general round-up was under way. Two 
things nipped this movement in the 
bud. One was prompt retaliation in 
Germany, where all English residents 
were gathered in by the police, and the 
other was the difficulty of finding ac- 
commodations for the great number of 
foreigners who were eligible for the 
concentration camps. 

Spies are sharply divided into two 
classes by British opinion. For the. 
German naval reserve, Lieut. Cari 
Lody, who was shot in the Tower of 
London, the papers have had 
unkind to say. For a naturalized 
ber named Ernst, who was sentenced i 
seven years’ imprisonment, there has 
been execration. The Judge who sen- 
tenced Ernst called him a “contemptible © 
creature,” and said he would have been 
as willing to betray Germany as he was 
to betray England, if paid for his work. 

Ernst acted as a go-between in for- 
warding letters for the chief of the Ger- 
man-British espionage system, named 
Steinauer, and his wages were only 30 
shillings a month. Scctland Yard de- 
tectives had been shadowing Steinauér’s 


and read his letters, it is said, and per- 
mitted those to go on which contained 
harmless and misleading information. 
Public opinion places in entirely dif- 
ferent classes the spies who do thelr 
work in time of war and take chances, 
pnd those who follow the business in 
time of peace, professing friendship for 
the country and making their living 
in it. 
Many Clews Offered. 

None of the possible but unprovabls 
things has taken so firm a hold on pop- 
ular belief, except the once reported 
passage of Russian hosts from Scotland 
ic France, as the wonderful doings of 
German spies. The authorities are in- 
undated with revelations and clews, 
The whole east coast of England is 
swarming with men who send flash- 
if the stories of the newspapers in 
coast towns are correct. 

One man has sent the authorities a 
most detailed account of the code mes- 
sages tranamitted by red and white 
lights from the neighborhood of his 
home, but the police have never been 
able to see there signals with the same 
eyes as the discoverers. Germans have 
made excavations, have laid concrete 
foundations for heavy siege guns at 
strategic points and have built cunning- 
ly concealed roads from landing bases, 
according to some of the most strongly 
urged clews. 

Behind the masses of suspicion and 
rumor there is enough activity by the 
Germans, discovered from time to time, 
to keep the public in a state of uneasi- 
ness. The suspicion that the Germans 
have a base for submarines, or a supply 
station for aeroplanes and wireless ap- 
paratus, in remote parts of the Scottish 
coast, may be founded on fact. The. ac- 
tivities of the German navy far from its 
own coasts, which have enabled it te 
scatter mines off the North of Ireland, 
and to sink the superdreadnaught Au- 
dacious by mine or submarine, fur- 
nished ground for that theory. The Gov- 
ernment has given it sufficient belief to 
circulate placards in Scotland offeting 
a reward of $00 for the discovery of 
any base for hostile supplies of petrol 
or hostile wireless. '
